The reason they as- 
signed for his not going was, that if he went 
they would certainly lose their lives. This 
stopped the Commodore, and ho anchored, 
the nearest he ever got to the city. It was 
afterwards ascertained that they intended 
to have killed Commodore Perry and as 
many of his men as they could before kill- 
ing themselves.
